The Courts 


A YOUNG reporter making his first 
acquaintance with High Court work 
usually is impressed more than anythin 
with. the amazingly comprehensive a 
intricate knowledge of modern affairs 
possessed by the judges. No matter what 
type of litigation comes before them, nor 
how greatly the case is concerned with 
evidence of technical depth, the judges 
seem always able to meet t expert witness 
on his own ground, be it mechanical, com- 
mercial or medical. 
In the matters of knowledge and wisdom 
a good number of Circuit Court judges, or 
C Lev Court judges, Nos closely to 
the High Court standa And there are 
District Justices and Resident Magis- 
trates, too, who administer the law with 
a great deal of tact and rn ae 
One does not, of course, expect High 
Court wisdom and Jearning in a District 
Court, but one is entitled—whether one 
expects it or not—to a fair show, and it is 
impossible for a fair show to be given 
where the technical aspects of the case 
lainly are bewildering to the man on the 
nch.

motor courts, where motoring offences 
would be tried ‘by men familiar with 

motoring matters. It is difficult for a 
magistrate with a horse tram and crinoline 
mind to understand the nicer points in a 
motoring case, and’ usually the comments 
he makes are characterised ay awe 
or ignorance, rather than by prudence and 
understanding. 

Up to the present it has not been sug- 
Bie that the need for motor courts in 
Ireland is so pressing. As a matter of 
fact. while there may be exceptional cases, 
the motorist usually is treated very fairly 
in the majority of Irish courts. Last 
week, however, modern minds received a 
rude shock. A District Justice in Dublin 
is reported to have said :— 

“A wet and skiddy road is no extenua- 
tion in an accident, and neither is bad 
street lighting. Both of these defences 
are entertained by jurymen, and, in my 
opinion, they should not be so enter- 
tained.”’ 


Not Correct 


N OW, it is incumbent upon a motorist 
to exercise additional care when the 
streets are skiddy. The motorist who does 
not deserves to appear before a court whieh 
really holds to opinions like that quoted. 
But to suggest that a skiddy road is not 
an extenuating circumstance ifa carefully- 
driven car is involved in a crash is just 
simply not true. 
ere are days when motorists drive 
through certain streets in Dublin with 
their cars travelling as slowly as possible, 
with their nerves on edge and a prayer on 
their lips because of the menace of skids. 
They are taking every possible precaution, 
being super-careful, and if the skid they 
fear does come along and cause an acci- 
dent, what intelligent man would say that 
the skiddy road was no extenuation ? 

It is the duty of the authorities to pro- 
vide road surfaces which are, as far as 
possible, skid-proof. It is the duty of the 
authorities to see that roads are properly 
illuminated. When the authorities fail in 
their duties the motorist, who is paying 
heavily for the use of the roads, has the 
additional responsibility of endeavouring 
to see that he is involved in no trouble 
because of that failure. But to lay the 
blame on his shoulders for the remissness 
of the authorities or the state of the 
weather is grossly unfair. 


Fair All Round 


OWEVER, in condemning the remarks 

I have quoted, that “a wet skiddy 

road is no extenuation in an accident,” 

let me do nothing unfair and condemn the 

District Justice along with his remarks. 

The quoted piece in itself looks a very un- 

just doctrine, but in its context it may not 

have looked or sounded anything Uke sq 
serious. 

Evening newspapers seek for headlines 
in the Dublin District Courts, and their 
reports tend to be snappy, with only the 
juiciest bits given in full, so that a magis- 
trate’s most serious rr" often are not 
reported and the public receives the im- 
pression that the courtroom is a place of 
wit and humour, with plenty of clowning 
on the bench. 

It is some years since Í reported a 
Dublin District Court, but I have a last- 
ing impression of dirt and misery in a 
dismal setting . . . so that if, in the midst 
of a most serious and sensible oration, a 
Justice let slip a couple of sentences which 
did not look too good when produced rather 
nakedly, I could understand it. 

The public, unfortunately, takes a re- 
port as it finds it, and does not think 
about what might have preceded or 
followed to modify the sentences in black 
type. As a result of this case last week 
there already may be some who honestly 
think that “a wet skiddy road is no ex- 
tennation ” in any circumstances. 

Actually, of course, the fact is that a

Civic Labour 

There are indications that the breach 
between the Belfast Corporation and the 
Ministry of Labour, following the City 
Council’s decision to establish a recruit- 
ment of labour scheme, has been healed, 
and that as a result drastic changes will 
be made in the proposals adopted by the 
Corporation. It will be recalled that the 
Corporation decided to discontinue recruit- 
ing of unskilied and semi-skilled labour 
from the regular Employment Exchanges, 
but decided to establish a special register 
for Corporation employment. Members 
of the Corporation were to have the right 
to nominate ten unemployed men for the 
register. Vigorous protests were made 
against the proposal, for it was felt that 
it would re-establish the old patronage 
system for civil employment which was 
abandoned a few years ago, following an 
inquiry into an administrative scandal. 
The Northern Minister of Labour (Mr 
J. M. Andrews) had a conference with 
the Recruitment of Labour Committee of 
the Corporation, and as a result a settle- 
ment which will meet with general 
approval has been put forward. Co-opera. 
tion between the Corporation departments 
and the Labour sa] wedge is likely to be 
a feature of the amendments to the scheme, 
and the proposal which I put forward last 
week as the best solution of the difficulty 
ig likely to be adopted. The officials of 
the Corporation departments, whose duty 
it is to engage labour, will be given power 
to recruit the most suitable men from 


either the Municipal Register or tho 
Labour Exchange. This will give members 
of the Corporation the right to nominate 
unemployed workers, but at the same time

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Next Year s Rates 


Judging from hints which Am 
dropped by the Lord Mayor of Belfast and 
the Chairman oí the Finance Committee of 
the Co , there is a possibility that 
the city will not be increased in the 
coming financial year. 

While this is satisfactory, as far as it 
goes, it will be cold comfort to those 
unfortunate ratepayers who have had to 
pay a thirty or forty per cent. imecrease 
on the new valuations over their 1935-’36 
assessment. The ratepayers generally are 
looking, not for the continuance of the 

resent pountiage rate, but a reduction. 
tt is felt that with the increase in the 
city valuation and the normal increase 
arising from new buildings; the amount of 
money... available. for the  muzticipal 
services, on a smaller poundage figure, 
should be adequate; » The Government is 
taking over liability for able-bodied 
unemployed from the Second Appointed 
Day on the list April next, so that the 
Corporation’s liability in respect of poor 
relief has been limited to a fixed rate 
amount. It is only by a reduction in the 
poundage rate that the ratepayers will! be 
able to off-set the serious increase imposed 
upon them by revaluation. 

The time has arrived when the Govern- 
ment should turn its eyes away from. the 
ratepayers of Belfast and not seek to 
impose any more burdens upon them by a 
transfer of expendityre from the State to 
local authorities. Revaluation, education 
levies and reduced de-rating grants have 
placed a severe enough burden on the 
rates for another generation. Many houses 
in Belfast and other areas in Northern 
Ireland cannot be either let or sold at 
present without severe loss to the owners, 
owing to the high valuations, with con- 
sequent higher rates, which have been 

laced upon them. Now that Northern

any further attempt to transfer State 
obligations to the ratepayers will meet 
with strenuous opposition. 


Trolley “Buses 


It would appea= as if trolley ‘buses will 
supersede tramcars eventually in Belfast. 
A very favourable report upon the utility 
of trolley "buses has been presented by 
the deputation of the Tramway Committee 
which visited cross-Channel centres for 
the purpose of inspecting this new system 
of municipal transport. 

The deputation visited centres so wide 
apart as Birmingham, Bournemouth, Not- 
tingham, Portsmouth, and Wolverhamp- 
ton. The great advantage of trolley ‘buses 
—omnibuses operated from overhead 
electric wires—over tramcars is their 
greater mobility in traffic. They do not 
monopolise the centre of the road, and 
can draw to the side of the footpath. to 
enable passengers to enter or leave the 
vehicle, thus eliminating the danger to 
passengers crossing in front of traffic. 
Experience shows that the life of trolley 
‘buses is considerably in excess of the life 
of petrol and Diesel engine ‘buses. Tram- 
car drivers can be easily trained to drive 
trolley ‘buses. Where traffic conditions 
permit, it would appear that trolley 
‘buses can operate at a scheduled speed 
approximately from twelve to twenty per 
cent, faster than trams. It is the view

In most of the cities visited it was 
revealed that the trolley "buses have given 
complete satisfaction, and in Belfast they 
would be a great improvement over the 
slower tramway service. It will not be 
possible to introduce the trolley ‘buses on 
all routes immediately, but it may be 
found expedient to equip several routes 
with thé necessary overhead wires. As an 
experiment such equipment is being pro- 
vided on the Falls road route, and, while 
this is hardly the best route that could 
be chosen for the experiment, it is believed 
that it will prove that the new form of 
transport has great advantages over the 
old system. 


The Christmas Spirit 


The Christmas spint is abroad already 
in Belfast. The shops have a festive 
appearance, and the streets in the after- 
noon are more congested than usual with 
shoppers, old and young. There is more 
movey being distributed in Belfast this 
year, for trade and industry has been on 
the up-grade during the past twelve 
months. There are not so many men em- 
ployed possibly in the shipyards as a year 
ago, but this is a passing phase, and the 
outlook for the shipbuilding industry in 
the new year is not unsatisfactory. The 
linen and other industries have been doing 
better, and shopkeepers report that the 
Christmas demand is likely to be up to 
the standard of last year, which was the 
best since the commencement of the trade 
depression. The various charitable organisa- 
tions which help to brighten the lives of 
the less fortunate at Christmastide are 
preparing for even more generous treat. 
ment this year. The Lord Mayor’s Coal 
Fund, for example, has been well su 
bas and EA rr are being made 
or a real jolly Christmas in the various 
hospitals and other institutions. One out- 
standing entertainment which is now a 
feature of the Christmas festivities is the 
treat to 4,000 school children of East 
Belfast, given by the Right Hon, Herbert 
Dixon, M.P. This year it was as largely 
attended and appreciated as in former 
years.

It is periectly 
true that the Pope is indisposed, but his 
ailments are rather those which afflict old 
people than any specially disquieting malady. 
A prolonged rest taken on the Saturday and 
the Sunday of last week induced markedly 
beneficial results, and Hig Holiness would 
have resumed his usual labours at once had 
not his physician, Dr. Milani, discouraged 
such activities. 

There is good reason to expect better 
reports, since the precautions which have 
been taken for his health are tending to 
subdue the asthma and rheumatism, from 
which he is still suffering. The varicose 
affection which has caused his legs to swell 
alarmingly has been caused by sitting at 
his desk in a cramped position ielae tne 
audiences, interviews and lengthy hours oí 
work. His Holiness is Paste amused at 
some of the reports which have been spread 
about his health, and joked about them to his 
friends and advisers.

ipal Articles of the Pact are:— 

Fhen the peace of the American Re. 
publics is found to be menaced, all the 
South American Governments who are sig- 
natories of the Briand-Kellogg Pact of of 
the Conciliation and Non-Aggression 

of 1933, or one or other of these 
T will bound to consult the 
other ernment of the American Re 
publics, which will then be bound to con- 
fer together with the aim of findimg better 
means for peaceful co-operation. 

In the event of war, or a state of war, 
between American nations, the Govern- 
ments of the American Republics “a 
sented at the present Conference will be 
bound immediately to begin mutual con- 
sultations and exchanges of view in order 
to clarify the obligations appertaining to 
the pacta mentioned above in the light of 
international law and the methods of 
peaceful collaboration. 

In the event of war outside America, 
but menacing the peace of America, con- 
sultations will be widened to determine a 
method permitting the American Republics 
to co-operate eventually, if they so desire. 
in action tending to safeguard peace on 
the American Continent. 

The pact is followed by the following 
protocol:— — 

The American Governments, desirous of 
assuring the benefits of peace and abolish- 
ing the practice of intervention, declare 
that no nation has the right to intervene, 
either directly or indirectly, in the in. 
ternal or external affairs of anv other 
nation. Any violation of this Article will 
lead to immediate consultations with other 
nations with the aim of arriving at a 
pacific solution.

SOME REMARKABLE

[ past Ee overtook a squadron of 
seven Royal Air Force bombing 
‘planes which left the Aldergrove Aero- 
| soin Northern Ireland, on Saturday. 
for Finninglay, in Yorkshire. The machines 
were flying in a fog. 

The first accident occurred at Hebden 
Bridge, Yorkshire. A ‘plane struck a hil! 
side and burst into flames. Two men were 
killed outright, and one died on the way 
to hospital, while the pilot escaped serious 
injury. 

The nanmws of the dead were :—580019 
Serveant ID. G. Church, navigator, of 
London; 563472 Lance-Corporal P. G. 
Clements, fitter, of Bournemouth ; 550159 
A/C2 €. V. Boedenham, wireless operator, 
of Ludlow. 

The pilot, who was injured, is 563606 
Sergeant V. (. Otter, 

Only one of the remaining six machine, 
reached its objective at Finningley in 
safety. Two came down at Disie: 
Cheshire. one being damaged, but the occu 
nts unhurt. Another was damaged at 
Oldham. the crew having to descend b 
perachute. The remaining two 
forced landings at Gainsborough and near 
York. 

When the machine struck a hillside 
near Hebden Bridge villagers who heard 
it hurried to the scene, but were hand 
capped dease fog, which enveloped the 
moor, y found the machine completely 
burned out. Near to it was the body of 
one of the crew, to which was attached a 
parachute, partly burned. He had 
apparently jumped too late, and the 
parachute had failed to = Another 
hody was lying a few wards away. The 
third man. who died on the way to 
hospital, had been severely burned. 

Pilot-Sergeant Otter stated that he lost 
his bearings im the dense fog, and was 
looking for a safe landing ground when 
the machine struck a steep hillside. It 
carried on for one hundred yards and ther 
burst into flames. Sergeant (tter & 
his life to his tunic, which caught fire, but 
saved his body. 

Mrs. A. Johnson. Postmistress at the 
Old Town Post Office, at Hebden Bride 
in a statement to a reporter, 
“We heard the machine come over th 
village, but we could not see it becau 
of the fog. The noise from the engin: 
indicated that it was flying low. 1 re. 
marked to my husband, ‘I am sure it | 
coming on to the house-tops.’ We hur- 
ried out into the street. A moment later 
there was a loud explosion. But we 
could see nothing. A party of villagers 
set out to investigate; they were 
rambling blind, however, because of the 
fog. Then, after several minutes, a 
young man named Stanley Williams 
found the pilot stumbling about in a 
dazed condition, and bleeding from 
face. Williams brought the pilot to our 
house. and we did all we could to help 
him. Arabulance men rendered first aii, 
and afterwards took him to hospital 
Another man, who was found near the 
machine, died on the way to hospital. All 
the pilot could say was that he was tr) 
mg to make the ‘plane rise, but the 
wings were too heavily coated with ice.” 


MISHAP AT DISLEY 


One of the two ‘planes which came 
down at Disley landed safely, but the 
other hit a telegraph pole and turned 
upon its nose. The Gctupants were not 
hart. They were—Pilot cer M. G. W. 
Clifford (the pilot), Leading Aircraft- 
man Makin, and Leadimg Aircraftman 
Jackson. 

In the machine which 
were—Sjuadron-Leader C 
Pilot-Oficer Bangay, Pilot-Officer Bett- 
beder, and Corporal Knott. 

The machine which crashed at M 
side. near Oldham. was heard circling 
around for half an hour before coming 
down on rough country and catching fire. 
Fortunately, the four occupants had 
alighted by means of parachutes im di! 
ferent parts of the district without serious 
injury. They were — Flight-Lieutenant 
Cc. P. Villiers (28), who received a fra 
tured leg; Leading Aircraftman Donald 
J. M. Keys (22), of Orchard place, Ux- 
bridge, Middlesex (head injuries), and 
Wireless Operator John McCann (17), of 
Single Park, Bristol (cut hands). 

Lseutenant Villiers and Aircraftman 
Keys were detained at Oldham Infirmary. 

Saturday's accident is the K.A.F.s 
fifty-first this year, and the death-roll ior 
1936 now amounts to 95.

However deeply they lamented and de 
ored the reason of his renunciation of the

admiration for the courage and dignity with 
which the step was taken.

Now the crisis was safely passed, thanks 
to the mercy of God and to the splendid 
wisdom and strength of a very great Prime 
Minister, in their sorrow they had much to 
be thankful for.

“When called upon to make a. great 
decision, involving a choice between persona! 
happiness and public duty he found himself 
sanbie to make it,” said the Right Rev. Dr. 
Harvey, Bishop of Cashel, in reference to 
King Edward VIII. in the course of a sermon 
in St. Philip’s Church, Temple road, Dublin, 
yesterday. 


“No man, perhaps, has ever succeeded to a 


throne in whom greater ho reposed than 
Edward VIII. Ve had the advantage of 


bearing and kingly sense of duty. 
He himself was endowed with a personal 
charm that appealed to everyone, and with 
unusual gilts.’ 

Monarchy had, above all forms of govern- 
ment, this much of the Divine, that it was a 
type of heavenly government, and, therefore, 
could not afford to be tarnished. Only by 


utter integrity of life and selfless service of 
his poopie, involving a renunciation not called 


for in the commoner, could a king be even 
á faint copy of the model he was called upon 


to shadow to men. “To-day, when the 


throne is a symbol. of rule rather *haa the 
tuling force, and when the king his come 
to be not an autocrat enforcing his will in 
person, but the very embodiment of his 
people in all their cherished, if unrealised, 
aspirations and ideals, holding up the mirror 
to their better nature, the Throne cannot 
afford to be tarnished by any dubious action, 
nor the lustre of its majesty to be dimmed by 
any shadow. And herein fies the pathos and 
the tragedy of what has happened. 


“Condemnation lies not with us, knowing 
our own frailty and our own failpres, nor 


should we forget this aspect of the matter— 
that his choice affected not himself alone, 
but one to whom he had pledged his affec- 
tions. Yet if that be so, true also is it that 


he had a deeper, greater obligation to the 


Empire and its peoples with whose destiny 
and welfaré, and with the destiny of a 
world dépending largely upon that Empire, 
God had linked his own.

Ghe New Queen 


There are centuries of tradition behind 
the new Queen of England, for the first 
Lyon, of Glamis, from whom she descends, 
was Chamberlain of Scotland between the 
years 1377 and 1382, These Lords of 
Glamis and Thanes of Calder and Tanna- 
dyce were powers in the Scotland of their 
time. When the new Queen received the 
Freedom of Edinburgh a week ago, some- 
one there referred to the fact in his speech 
that an ancestress of hers was burned at 
Castle Hill in 1537. That was Janet 
Douglas, wife of the sixth Lord Glamis, 
who was sacrificed to the hate of James 
V., the enemy of the Douglas family. 
This is not the first time that a Bowes 
Lyon has been linked with royalty, for 
an early ancestor married a daughter of 
Robert Il. Glamis Castle, the Queen’s 
home, once housed the old Pretender in 
1715, when eighty beds had to be made to 
sleep his adherents.

The Dukes of York 


There have been a number of Dukes of 
York since the title was first conferred 
upon Edmund Plantagenet, son of Edward 
IIl., by his uncle, Richard II., in 1385. 
Not many of them have succeeded to the 
Throne of England, but the descendant 
of that. first Duke became King as Edward 
IV. He was the sponsor of the Wars of 
the Roses between the Yorkists and 
Lancasters (the white rose for York and 
the red for Lancaster), although this 
faction fight started with his father, 
Richard Duke of York. ‘Henry VIII. was 
once known as the Duke of York, before 
the death of his elder brother. After 
that the title lapsed until James I. revived 
it in 1605 for his son, Prince Charles 
Stuart, afterwards Charles I. That un- 
happy Monarch bestowed it at birth on 
James II, After his time it was not 
called out again until George I. in 1726 
conferred it on his brother, Ernest Bishop 
of Onsbrugh, who died two years later. 
The next to hold the title was Prince 
Edward, a brother of George III., upon 
whom it was bestowed in 1760. Seven 
years later the title again became extinct. 
The next Duke of York was Frederick, 
second son of George III., created in 1784. 
He it is that gave New York its name, 
and whom Americans have satirised as 
the ‘“‘ gallant Duke of York” who 
“marched his troops up the hill and 
marched them down again.” That Duke 
died in 1827, and until 1892 the title was

Che Great Exhibition 


The recent destruction of the Crystal 
Palace by fire removes one of the most 
extraordinary buildings ever erected in 
London—a fairy palace of glass and iron. 
It was contemplated at first to erect a 
building of brick for the great international 
Exhibition of 1851, but the design of a 
glass structure, which was submitted 
almost at the last moment by Sir Joseph 
Paxton, was immediately adopted. The 
Great Exhibition proved a wonderful suc- 
cess, lasting for five months and fifteen 
days. It was visited by immense crowds ; 
over 6,000,000 persons gained admission, 
and the total receipts reached £500,000, 
leaving a surplus of nearly £200,000. The 
number of foreigners who thronged to see 
the exhibits was enormous. The exhibitors 
numbered about 15,000, the proportion of 
foreign exhibitors being nearly equa) to 
that of the British. It was a triumphant 
success, notwithstanding the direful fore- 
bodings of Princess Lieven. who called the 
Exhibition a “ bold and rash experiment,” 


and apprehended some “' terrible explo- 
sion.”” 


A Different Impression 


The impression produced on Macaulay 
by the Great Exhibition of 1851 is still 
interesting. He speaks of the opening day 
of the Exhibition—May 1—as fine, and 
was struck by the number of foreigners 
in the streets. “All. however, were 
respectable and decent people. J saw none 
of the men of action with whom the 
Socialists were threatening us. I went 
to the Park and along the Serpentine. 
There were immense crowds on both sides 
of the water. I should think there must 
have been near 300.000 people in Hyde 
Park at once” He found everything 
exhilarating—‘“‘the flags, the music, the 
guns—and the temper of the multitude 
the best possible,” and adds: ‘‘ There is 
just as much chance of a revolution in 
England as of the falling of the moon.” 
He was giad the building was to be re- 
moved—as it was to Sydenham—adding : 
“I have no wish to see the corpse when 
the life has departed.”’

Bach's inspiration as being due to a neces- 
sity—that ‘surely the incentive (!) can be 
discovered in the condition of his ‘job’ at 
Cothen, at Weimar and at Leipzig, which 
required him to produce a great number of 
compositions of various kinds.’’ I have said 
that St. John’s article is interesting; it is, 
because it is provocative in its effort to 
explain a word which is intangible by a 
tangible method. 

It matters not to what art inspiration 
attaches herself, she cannot be explained 
away by the simple words '“ hard work,” nor 
yet by requirements or necessities. It must 

allowed that some of the finest poetical 
and musical efforts have come from the 
pens of men who were in a state of dire 
necessity, but it does not necessarily follow 
that they were only capable of sublimity on 
account of necessity. There is something 
more than “bread alone’’ by which man 
lives. There is a something that man carries 
in his being from the cradle to the grave, 
which is not born of mundane exigencies, 
but is present from innate demand. That is 
inspiration, or inborn stimulus. Were it 
not so, many millions of people in the world 
to-day could lay claim to the possession of 
inspiration through necessity and the right- 
eousness of hard work. The word genius, 
too, has suffered by its definition as “an in- 
finite capacity for taking pains.”’ If inspira- 
tion ind enius were adjectived by the word 
“infinite” alone, then, indeed, would there 
be a reasonable, if somewhat metaphysical, 
interpretation of both. 

Artificial stimulus is a necessity of all crea- 
tive art, whether it be a landscape to a 
painter, a sound to a musician, or a thought 
to a poet; but no stimulus will have any 
effect upon a mind devoid of receptive 
capacity. Each and every one can aver the 
possession of genius or inspiration, in his or 
her own particular spheres, if it be a 
successiul jockey, a wealthy farmer; 
but one must differentiate between 
the lofty inspiration in an art and 
the lowly inspiration of other callings. 
Handel, Bach, Mozart and Mendelssohn are 
surely examples of infinite capacity for taking 
pains and hard work, but surely no one is 
going to suggest that these men were victims 
of a necessity which produced a tangible 
inspiration. Their works are their memorial, 
and still will stand as records of an 
‘infinite ”’ inspiration. 


R.D.S. Recitals 


With the joint recital last Monday given 
by Dublin artists, the first winter session 
closed. In a review of the six recitals, one 
can safely say that not one of them fell below 
the high standard to be expected from. the 
Society in their efforts to give only the best. 
Some of them, however. are memorable. I 
would give the pride of place to Elizabeth 
Schumann, who deputised for Madame 
Suggia owing to the latter’s unfortunately 
continued indisposition. Her’s was really a 
wonderful performance. The experience of 
years had—to be paradoxical—matured her 
simplicity. She made one forget her high 
artistry with an apparent unsophistication. 
Then I would refer to the Pasquier Trio, lt 
was. unique to hear three brothers 
as string instrumentalists, and it was only 
natural that from them we should 
expect a big performance of intimate work- 
ing. They did not fail the audience; if 
anything they surprised it in this respect.

The Swiss had found out that the strongest 
foot of their nation was a healthy farmer 
class, said Monsieur Benziger, Swiss Cons. 
General, speaking at 4 Swiss Colony conce): 
which was broadcast from Radio Athlone on 
Saturday night. 

After referring to the many similarities 
between Switzerland. and Ireland in 0). 
climate and lack of mineral wealth wv 
Benziger said that many of the Swiss 
dustries. were based on the produce of az 
culture. The manufactures of condensed mi. 
cheese and chocolate owed their world-«id. 
renown to the superiority of the Swiss mí 
The industries of tinned food, the chem)-a! 
industry, the cultivation of wine and toba 
and the different wood manufacturing 
dustries had their origin in the intens 
utilisation of the land. Like horse-breedin- 
in Ireland, the cattle-breeding in Switzerland 
had shown splendid results. 

At the end of the 16th century Swiss 
farmers applied themselves to cottage 
dustry. This “home work —as the Swiss 
called it. stood at the outset of nearly all the 
big factories of to-day: poor peasants of the 
plains were the originators of the textile an 
straw-planting industries, peasants of the 
Jura Mountains created the watch indus 
peasants of the Alps took yo oe ag part 
m promoting silk weaving. Even the mann. 
facture of machines had its beginning ina 
type of “‘home work.” The growing pros- 
perity strengthened the farmer's love for the 
soil and for tradition. The Swiss people 
became more and more a;

CLEARING UP DOUBTS 


——- 


At the ye of the debate on the second 
stage of the Executive Authority (External 
Relations) Bill, 1936, the President outlined 
amendinénts that he introduced to clear up 
existing doubts. He pointed out that the first 
two sections enacted that the diplomatic and 
consular representatives of the Free State in 
other countries shall be appointed, and agree- 
ments concluded, by or on the authority of 
the Execative Council. Section 3, which 
with the exercise of these powers, provides 
that “so long as Saorstat Eireanh is 
associated with the following nations—that is 
to say, Australia, Canada, Great Britain, New 
Zealand and South Africa—and so long as the

“Immediately upon the passing of this A 
the instrument of abdication executed á His

A “DEPLORABLE SPEECH” 


Mr. J. M. DILLON (U.I., Donegal) said 
that he wae only hope that the deplorable 
speech of puty ‘orton would serve to en- 
lighten the Fianna Fail deputies, who, had 
they been in opposition, would have ap- 
plauded it. There was much in the bill de 
serving of criticism, but the fact that its 
purpose was to regulate things that needed 
regulation showed that it was essential, and 
that it should be passed. Therefore, they 
did not intend to divide agaigst it. 

The Government did not know what it was 
doing, and waa determined not to find out. 
while the Labour Party did not know and 
did not care. The President, he believed, 
intended to fool: some of his more gullible 
supporters into believing that he was mak- 
ing some fundamental e in their lives, 
but the only result the bill might have would 
be the ending of membership of the Common- 
wealth of Nations, a result that no rational 
member of Fianna Fail wanted. There 
should be a clear statement from the Execuv- 
tive Council as to what they considered 
would be the ultimate consequence of this 
legislation, and he urged the President, in 
view of the fact that it was his declared 
policy to remain in the Commonwealth, to 
take ordinary steps that such membership 
demanded, and to consult with the other 
members with a view to preserving the 
association. Disastrous as the effect of 
severance might be, he would rather it came 
about by the voluntary act of the Irish people 
than by contemptuous expulsion. The Presi- 
dent had last month made an accusation that 
the official Opposition, whenever approaches 
were made to them on matters of external 
affairs, had allowed confidential matters to 
get into the Press, and, therefore, there could 
be no further co-operation in these matters. 
In the cause of decent Parliamentary in- 
stitutions, he would ask the President, if 
he were satisfied that that statement had no 
foundation in fact, to withdraw it with the 
same publicity with which it was made. 
Unless the acusation werce withdrawn, they 
could not give the co-operation they wanted 
to give. If it was withdrawn, they offered 
the Government all the co-operation it was 
entitled to receive from a constitutional Op- 
position. 


A HYBRID DOCUMENT 


Mr. MacDERMOT (Ind., Roscommon) said 
that the President had stated that to have 
consultations with other nations of the Com- 
monwealth, which was characteristic of that 
system, would, in his view, be an infringe 
ment of their freedom. That answer of the 
President ought not be forgotten, for it 
showed a state of mind that cropped up 
again and again in their external relations, 
and the sooner its existence and absurdity 
were generally realised the better for this 
If Great Britain were to turn her- 
self into a republic in the morning, her, 
Government would certainly think it neces- 
sary before doing so to get into communi- 
cation with other nations of the Common- 
wealth, and would it follow from that that 
Great Britain was not a free country?

He went on to say that the amendments to 
the bill entirely changed it, as it was intro- 
duced yesterday. ere was no urgency 
about the bill as it then stood, and if its 
consideration~.were postponed it might be 
not a*disadvantage. but an advantage.

Mr. COSTELLO (U.I., Co. Dublin) asked 
would the President agree with him that the 
procedure now laid down was the identical 
procedure which had subsisted for some 
years, with the possible exception that 
appointments, which are now to be made on 
the advice or authority of the Executive 
Council, used to be done on the advice of 
the Minister for External Affairs. The 
previous Government never recognised that 
the King was exercising any authority other 
than the authority of the frish people. He 
had not thought that there was any residue 
of doubt about that. 


PRESIDENT’S OFFER 
The PRESIDENT said that as far as he 


knew the position was similar, but what they 
were now doing was making clear where the 
authority lay. They were getting rid of 
certain constitutional fictions. From what he 
knew there was a different fundamental 
theory about where authority lay, though in 
practice it was the same. 

Mr. COSTELLO said that the same re- 
sults were achieved without derogating from 
the status. 

The section was agreed to. 

Mr. COSTELLO then moved an amend- 
ment to Sub-section 1 of Section 3, to the 
effect that the words “‘symbol of their co- 
operation” in reference to the recognition 
of the King by the other members of the 
Commonwealth, should be substituted by the 
words “symbol of the free association of 
the members of the British Commonwealth 
of Nations.”” He said that the members of 
the Commonwealth of Nations did not accept 
the Crown as a symbol of their co-operation. 
They accepted it as a symbol of their free- 
dom and free association. That attitude had 
been declared at Imperial Conferences, and 
it was enshrined in the preamble to the 
Statate of Westminister. he words in the 
amendment were the words used in that 
Statute. The matter had been keenly dis- 
cussed at the Imperial Conference of 1929, 
and it was made clear that there were some 
matters on which the other nations would 
co-operate, and others on which there would 
be consultation, but the freedom and free 
association was insisted upon by them. The 
Crown was never accepted as a symbol of 
‘* co-operation.” 

President DE VALERA said that he was 
prepared to substitute the word “ associa- 
tion " ‘instead of *“‘ co-operation.” 

Mr. McGILLIGAN asked why was the 
President not prepared to ingert the words 
“free association,” which was the phrase 
accepted ‘by the other nations of the Common- 
wealth and sanctified by them. 

The PRESIDENT said that he was not 
sure that in all cases it was free association.

DE VALERA stated that a formal communi- 
cation had been received, signed in the King’s

Mr. NORTON challenged a division on the 
final stage of the bill. 

The final stage of the bill was carried on a 
division by 81 votes to 5. The Government 
and United Ireland Parties voted together 
Labour voting against.

Edward’s abdication was received with 
deep regret, and even in those countries 
which have no direct concern with the 
British Commonwealth—notably in Ger- 
many—the profoundest sympathy was ex- 
pressed with the British people in their 
hour of heavy trial. Advantage was taken 
of the occasion, and of the new King’s 
accession, by all the oversea Dominions to 
reafirm their loyalty to the Crown. One 
of the first to send a message of loyal 
greetings was General Hertzog, Premier of 
the South African Union, who thirty-five 
years ago was an active enemy of the 
Bri,ish Empire, and fought against its 
in the field. The 
wondered at this striking proof of the 
Commonwealth's unity; but in this 
sorrowful moment of imperial destiny one 
member-State of the group was “silent. 
Irishmen of all shades of thought will 
hang their heads in shame when they con- 
template the attitude of the Free State 
Government during the recent crisis in 
Great Britain. There has not been a word 
of sympathy from Dublin—not a word of 
loyalty, or even of congratulation, to the 
new King, who has taken up his mighty 
burden with a devotion to duty and a 
sense of dignity that have commanded the 
respect of all men. While all the other 
Dominions were rallying around Great 
Britain ih her time of need, the repre- 
sentative of the Irish Free State in London 
was absent from his post. Mr. Dulanty is 
a man for whom we have the highest 
regard, and whose bearing invariably has 
been admirably correct. We are con- 
vinced that, it he had been a free agent, 
he would not have remained away from 
London while the very foundations of the 
Commonwealth seemed to be in danger ; 
but 1¢ was fairly clear from President de 
Valera’s statements in Dáil Kireann that 
the High Commissioner had been kept m 
Dublin at the Government's instructions, 
and that, consequently, he is entirely free

from blame. 


There are times when plain speaking is 
necessary, and we fee] that it is our duty 
on this occasion to say what so many of 
the Irish people must be thinking to-day. 
In our opinion, the Free State’ Govern- 


ment has been guilty of a deplorable 
breach of good manners. Not only did 
it not show the slightest sign of sympathy 
with the people of the neighbouring 
island, but it actually went out of its 
way to try to offend them in the most 
gratuitous fashion. When King Edward 
abdicated, it was necessary under the 
terms of the Westminster Statute— 
largely an Irish creation—that the instru- 
ment of abdication should be ratified by 
all the Dominion Parliaments, as well as 
by that of the United Kingdom. All 
that was needed was a simple bill, which 
could have been passed through all its 
stages in helf an hour. The other 
Dominions followed the lead of His 
Majesty's Government in the United 
Kingdom; but such straightforward 
action was not sufficient for President de 
Valera. He took advantage of the occa- 
sion, when the British Government was 
sorely embarrassed, to rush through 
Dail Kireann two new bills of such a con- 
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Commonwealth is an efitirely one-sided 
affair, 
nothing. In condescending manner Presi- 
dent de Valera agrees to allow the King 
to act for the Saorstát in certain matters 
of international concern. He takes the 
fullest advantage of the British diplomatic 
and consular services, of the imperial 
defence forces, and of the economic 
privileges that flow from membership of 
the Commonwealth. “ Furthermore, the 
Free State citizens have the inestimable 
advantage that they can get jobs in any 
part of the Empire. Apart from the many 
thousands of workers who have found em- 
ployment in Great. Britain, how many 
doctors, lawyers, engineers, journalists 
and other professional men find employ- 
ment under the British flag; how many 
Irish soldiers, sailors and airmen are in 
the King’s service; and how many civil 
servants ir all parts of the Commonwealth 
claim the Saorstdt as their home? What 
do all these people think of President de 
Valera’s hair-splitting and logic-chopping, 
of his contemptuous treatment of those 
symbols which every Briton holds dear? 
What, above all, do they think of the 
Free State Government's unseemly conduct 
during the last week? If the British 
Government, with or without the Statate 
of Westminster, should declare the Free 
State a Republic to-morrow, the most 
astonished and embarrassed man in 
Europe would be President de Valera. 
We do not believe for a moment that the 
British Government would do such a thing, 
although we fail to see what it gains by 
virtue of the Saorstdt’s grudging and fitful 
membership of the Commonwealth. Yet 
it is well that our people should ponder 
the possibilities of the situation; for the 
British may not be willing indefinitely to 
allow themselves to be treated with such 
ill-mannered scorn,

Rebuilding Zion 


A correspondent who has accompanied 
the Royal Commission on Palestine in its 
tour of the Holy Land describes in the 
Daily Telegraph “the terrific dynamic 
energy that the Jews are putting ia the 
work of re-building Zion.” In every 
Jewish settlement men and women drawn 
from different lands, classes and callings 
work together in the fields. One village is 
peopled by sixty professional families from 
Germany, and all these are engaged in 
chicken farming. A Heidelberg professor 
put himself under an American trainer, 
and became a skilled poultry-man in three 
months, managing his incubators, hen- 
runs, nesting boxes, and, presumably, his 
crate-making and packing, like any expert 
reared in that honourable calling. In the 
lands of the diaspora Jews are numerous 
in medicine and similar vocations which 
are not bound up with landed property 
and local roots. Consequently the re- 
turned children of Israel number a high 
proportion of doctors, and the Palestinian 
omnibus conductor to-day will be a man 
qualified to feel the pulse and prescribe for 
the health of his passengers. A shop- 
keeper, a mechanic, or a house-builder, 
may be a qualified physician who has 
turned to a trade for which a rising colony 
has greater demand. Thus have the Jews 
demonstrated finely the adaptability of 
human nature under the demands of 
patriotism and necessity. No Jewish 
colonies in the ' National Home “' of the 
race could rise if the immigrants were 
afflicted by the snobbery which regards the 
useful callings as less honourable , than 
those which are merely lucrative. Though 
the Jews have played so great a part in the 
history of money and finance, it is clear 
that their settlers in Palestine have not 
carried money-worship with them as their 
social code. Might not their example be 
studied with profit nearer home? Respect 
for all honest, necessary forms of employ- 
ment, as it has made possible the building 
of a Jewish community, so it would work 
against the decay of the community of 
Ireland. Working men in Kildare would 
be as proud to till the land as to sit in 
lawyers’ offices, and girls would be as 
happy in well-provided, well-fed, well-paid 
domestic service as in men’s jobs in 
factories. Beside the lesson against 
snobbery, the Jewish colonists teach a use- 
ful truth in the proof that a movement of 
town-dwellers back to the land is not, as 
many suppose, a Utopian proposal. Here 
is a race mainly composed of city-dwellers. 
The only footing to which they can aspire 
in the land of their predilection is in 
colonies which they must build, feed and 
clothe with their own labour. They achieve 
this wonder. It can be done. However, it 
is noteworthy that they do not turn from 
medicine to mixed farming—from a pro- 
fession to the most-highly skilled kind of 
agriculture. Rather they take up poultry- 
farming, fruit-cultivation, and other 
specialised and simple branches of the 
farmer's trade. Unlike some theorists, 
they realise that a “ back to the land" 
movement must be adapted to the limited 
adaptability of the man not bred on the 
farm. It can succeed, that they have 
proved; but only if it is not over. 
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are living in a fool’s paradise, because 
‘the really dangerous dust is so finely 
divided that it passes through the filters.”’ 
Yet, in some curious manner, the world 
manages to survive. Its inhabitants—as 
modern discoveries prove—are breathing 
too much smoke, taking too little exercise, 
digesting too few vitamins, and absorbing 
any quantity of repressions and complexes ; 
but there 1s nothing to show that they are 
less happy than their forefathers, and 
there is pro@f, paradoxically enough, that 
they are healthier. 


indelible Memories 


As Prince Edward goes into exile, and 
the British Empire prepares to make a 
fresh start under the rule of the new King, 
it is inevitable that the events of the past 
few days will be forgotten, or remembered 
hazily, in the excitement of the new 
Proclamation and the new Coronation 
plans. Such is the weakness, or. perhaps, 
it is the strength, of human nature; but 
there are many hundreds of men to whom 
the former King will remain an aill- 
important personage for several months to 
come. He has left behind him a number 
of indelible impressions, quite apart from 
the sad memories of his undoubted powers. 
In the Royal Mint are lying hundreds of 
thousands of coins that bear his likeness— 
coins that never saw the light of day, coins 
that now may be useless. In the Post 
Office are hundreds of thousands of 
stamps—the stamps that were issaed as an 
experiment, the stamps over which an 
angry controversy was waged. Those 
stamps, bleak and very modern in their 
design, must have caused the Post Office 
a measure of anxiety ; for they were quite 
unlike any stamps that the Post Office ever 
had tried before. They, too, are out of 
date. On Thursday, as the drama of the 
abdication was drawing to its close, work- 
men were erecting the first two pillar-boxes 
in London to bear the late King's 
monogram. Those two pillar-boxes must 
be scrapped. Im the East End of London, 
in Birmingham, and in Manchester, in 
Hull, Leeds and Liverpool, there are 
scores of small traders who sank their 
capital in lapel] buttons bearing the like 
ness of Edward VIII., in posteards with 
his photograph, in Christmas cards, 
calendars and folders that would have sold 
like the proverbial hot cake next spring, 
but which now are sorrowful reminders of 
a misplaced optimism. There is nothing 
to be done, and the only people who will 
benefit from the tragedy of Thursday are 
the stamp collectors who had the fore- 
thought to post letters to themselves on 
the tenth day of December, 1936.

tions. It is a fact that during the debates no assurance was forth- 
coming that the position assigned to the King would be acceptable, 
and it was admitted that no communication whatever was made to 
the Free State s fellow-members of the Commonwealth of Nations, 
and consequently nothing is known as to whether they will accept 
the limitations which the new legislation purports unilaterally to 


impose on them. 


EFFECT ON IMPERIAL CONFERENCE 


———&$—— 


On these aspects oí the situation the 
next Ímperial (Conference, which will take 
place in London in May of next year, will 
throw some light. It is fairly obvious that 
President de Valera’s legislation will have 
disarranging the entire 
machinery of that body, which has 
hitherto controlled the relations between 
the various States composing the Common- 
wealth, and that the chief business of the 
next meeting will be concerned with bring- 
ing order out of chaos. It is, perhaps, too 
soon to ask whether the Irish Free State 
Government will be represented there, but 
if so ite delegates will have some difficult 
questions to answer. 

President de Valera cares nothing for 
the enormous amount of labour bestowed 
by former Free State representatives 
on the construction of the machinery 
which he is now so vitally damaging, nor 
for the vast concessions which, through 
its agency, were secured for the country, 
although he did on one occasion admit 
that advances had been made far beyond 
unvthing that he could have expected. 
W th Mr. Costello and Mr. McGilligan it 
was different. They bore the brunt of the 
ficht which had been begun earlier by Mr. 
Kevin O’Higgins, and in the Dail on 
Saturday they did their best to preserve 
from destruction the institution which was 
so largely theirs. 


DOCUMENT NO. 2 


In effect, Mr. de Valera has now got 
back to the position of Document No. 2 
but with this difference, that he has, and 
holds, all the advantages which were 
secured in the meantime by his opponents. 
In his foreword to that Document, issued 
under his own hand in 1023, he said that 
it was intended as a basis “ for a settle- 
ment which would reconcile England's 
fears and claims for her ‘security ’ with 
the undying aspirations of the Trish 
people to maintain their sovereign inde- 
pendence.” It might be doubted whether 
the position to-day in regard to relations 
externally is as good as it was before the 
new bills were last. week-end. 

It may be recalled that Document No. 
2 provided for association with the other 
Dominions “ for purposes of common con: 
cern, which included defence, peace and 
war, and political treaties. And “ for the 
purposes of the Association Ireland shal) 
recognise His Britanmie Majesty as head of 
the Association.” The new legislation 


removes the King from all functions 
internally in the Free State, but he is still 
retained for certain external functions. 
This is all in line with Document No. 2, 
but does it improve the situation either 
sentimentally or in actual practice! Mr. 
Norton and his followers in the Labour 
Party, who posed in the debate on Satur- 
day as the only true Republicans, charged 
the President with being the first Irish 
'léader in 750 years who actually “ ap- 
pointed ” a British King for the country. 


DUTIES OF GOVERNOR- 
GENERAL 


The criticisms in the Dail and the com- 
ments of people outside have made it 
obvious that there is much doubt as to 
what the effect of the bill, especially in 
regard to the Governor-General, may be. 
Notwithstanding the fact that Mr. Buckley 
has been relieved of most of his duties as 
King’s representative, it appears that he 
still has got certain functions of a minor 
character which will keep him in office for 
some time yet. What these are is not 
clear, but it seems that further legislation 
will be needed to ensure his complete 
severance from the governmental institu 
tion. 

In other aspects there are doubts as to 


the validity of the new legislation. This 
would be inevitable ma to the haste 
with which the measures had to be pre- 


ared. There is no suggestion—as has 
ba stated in some guarters—that legal 
steps might be taken to test the matter, but 
this would not prevent any individual who 
might feel aggrieved from taking separate 
action. 


MR. DULANTY IN DUBLIN 


The position of the High Commissioner 
of the Irish Free State in London has been 
commented upon in regard to the recent 
crisis. For nearly a fortnight Mr. Dulanty 
has been in Dublin, nominally in connec- 
tion with the conclusion of a new coal- 
cattle t with Great Britain; but Mr. 
McGilligan more than insinuated in the 
Dail on Saturday that he was kept in 
Dublin purposely to be out of the way 
when the authorities in London wished to 
get his views on matters under considera- 
tion. Mr. Dulanty was still in Dublin last 
night, but, so far as is known, there are 
no representatives of the British Govern- 
| ment here to conduct negotiations.

X-KING EDWARD, now Duke of 
Windsor, is to stay for an indefinite 
— as the guest of Baron Louis de 
othschild at the latter’s castle at Enzers- 
feld, 25 miles south of Vienna. This in. 
formation was given to me officially this 
afternoon as ‘the Duke's sleeping car, in 
which he had travelled from ulogne, 
approached Kitzbuehel. 

e house at which the Duke is to spend 
the first part of his self-imposed exile is 
a magnificent hunting lodge, with about 
40 rooms, standing in an estate of nearly 
15 square miles. 

Speaking through his Fquerry, Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel the Hon. Piers Legh, the 
Duke said he had not yet made up his 
mind as to how long he would stay in 
Austria. 

Baron Louis de Rothschild is a retired 
Colonel of a famous Austrian Regiment. 
He is one of the three senior members of 
the Austrian branch of the Rothschild 
house. At the baron’s magnificent estate 
at Enzersfeld there is an excellent golf 
course, at which the Duke, as King 
Edward, played during his holiday visit 
to Vienna three months ag 

The train is due to arrive at Vienna at 
10.15 p.m. From there the Duke will pro- 
ceed at once hv car to Enzersfeld. 


COMFORTABLE JOURNEY 


Up to this afternoon, in the course of 
his 15 hours’ journey from Boulogne, the 
Duke had not once left the train. He 
announced, through Colonel Piers Legh, 
that he had had a very comfortable 
journey; and was grateful to the thr. 
score newspaper representatives on the 
train for not disturbing him. 

Only twice throughout the journey had 
the Duke been seen in public. He took 
five minutes’ walk on the quayside after 
leaving the destroyer Fury, in which he 
travelled from Portsmouth on Saturday. 
The second occasion was at Innsbruck, 
when the Duke was visible through the 
window of his coach as he was admiring 
the magnificent view of snow-clad slopes 
in dazzling sunshine. 

After a few moments the Duke noticed 
a group of skiers watching the train 
closely, and he immediately withdrew. 

Accompanying the’ Duke are, besides 
Colonel Piers Legh, a valet, Detective- 
Sergeants Storier and Atfield, and his 
small Skye terrier, “ Slipper.”’ 


WITHOUT INCIDENT 


The journey has proceeded without the 
slightest incident. Comparatively few 
people are on the train, and the Duke's 
seclusion is guarded in the most efficient 
fashion by the police of four countries— 
Britain, France, Switzerland and Austria. 

At 9.15 a.m. the express drew into the 
frontier station of Feldkirch-Vorariberg. 
The Duke's special “ sleeper’’ was the 
last coach. The Austrian froftier police 
and Customs officials had been informed 
in advance, and did not mount the coach.

LOSS AND GAIN 


x— 


The Times, in & leading article to-day 
on the circumstances leading to the 
abdication of King Edward VIIL., 
observes:—Of necessity this issue came 
upon the public at the shortest notice. 
They were unprepared for it by any public 
discussion in the Press. As was always 
foreseen by those who deliberately held 
back from comment, the course which 
they chose had ite disadvantages. But 
there must be very few to-day with last 
week's experiences fresh in their mind 
who will not agree that the advantages 
have outweighed them, and that it was a 
true exercise of responsibility to spare 
elaborate or sensational publicity for the 
King’s private affairs before they had 
reached the threshold of decision. 

Be that as it may, the facts took the 
community in general by surprise. Nor 
was it one community conveniently con- 
eentrated within the coasts of this one 
island, but a community of communities, 
separated from one another by distances 
‘ranging up to 12,000 miles or more. Mis- 
understanding, dissent and strife could 
hardly have asked for a fairer field: The 
first shock, indeed, created dismay and 
bewilderment. How could it have been 
otherwise? The miracle was rather in the 
speed and sureness with which the anxious 

ebate of a jury comprising millions of 
citizens in widely scattered countries 
resolved itself inte a prevailing attitude, 
and a spontaneous harmony of opinion, 
well before the day on which King 
Edward’s own decision closed the whole 
chapter. Nor does it say less for their 
staunch grasp of an agonising dilemma 
that they were, to some extent, guided 
ane base by reekless and unauthorita- 
tive hints that a substitute for democratic 
government might provide the way of 
escape. These hints have themselves served 
a purpose. The response to them was 
instant, uuanimous and exemplary. All 
the world knows now that Fascism has 


neither i pe nor future among 
us, Such feeble exponents as it can count 
upon here, ther with their feeble 


following, have been left to survive as they 
can the last condemnation of ridicule. 

Separated for the moment from the 
accidents of human passion and the 
painful imteraction of code and conduct 
which have burnt this strange week into 
millions of memories, the whole episode is 
important as a study in the exercise of 
responsible Government. As such it is 
more than worth some tful atten- 
tion before it goes its way into history.

RE King went to church at Marl]- 
borough House yesterday morning, 
with his daughters and his mother (Queen 
Mary), but the Queen, who was still 
suffering from a slight cold, remained at 
home. 

Crowds of sight-seers gathered in 
London yesterday to see His Majesty. 

The BA drove to Marlborough House 
from 145 Piccadilly. Queen Mary, the 
Duke and Duchess of Gloucester, the 
Princess Royal, the Earl of Athlone and 
Princess Alice (Countess of Athlone) also 


attended the Service which was held in 
the Danish Chapel, where Queen 
Alexandra used to worship every week 
during her last years. 

A large. crowd at Marlborough Gate 
watched the gentlemen and boys of the 
Choir of the Chapels Royal, attired in 
their quaint Tudor uniforms of scarlet and 
gold, with ruffs of white lace, march across 
from the Chapel Royal, St. James's, into 
Marlborough Hodes Chapel. 

The Service was conducted by Pre- 
bendary L. J. Percival, Precentor of the 
Chapels Royal. 

Afterwards the King, with Queen Mary 
and the other members of the Royal 
Family, walked across the Courtyard to 
Marlborough House, and a few minutes 
later His Majesty and his two daughters 
drove away. 

The crowd cheered as the Royal car 
ES and the two Princesses leaned 
orward, waving their hands in response. 
They were dressed similarly, in coats of 
dove grey, with velvet tam o’ shanters 
of the same shade, trimmed with chin 
chilla fur. 

The King. who was in morning dress. 
waved his silk hat in acknowledgment of 
the people 's greetings. 

Before entering their home the Princesses 
turned round and smiled to the cheering 
people, and the King raised his hat. 

Later in the day the Princesses, accom- 
panied by their nurse, drove down Con- 
stitution Hill and smiled in acknowledg- 
ment of the people’s cheering. 


THE KING’S BIRTHDAY 


King George VI. will celebrate his forty- 
first birthday—his first as Monarch—to- 
day. ‘[here will be no official celebration 
and the King will spend most of the day 
(certainly the morning) at Buckingham 
Palace, where he will deal with official 
documents and State papers, and with 
some of the hundreds of telegrams of 
double congratulation, on his accession 
and his birthday, which have reached the 
Palace from many parts of the world 
during the week-end. 

The King, it is believed, will motor to 
the Palace early in the day. Then, it is 
likely, he will return to 145 Piccadilly 
for a family luncheon with the Queen and 
their two daughters, Princess Elizabeth 
and Princess Margaret. 

Various*members of the Royal Family 
ore expected to visit the King during the 

ay. 

At noon Royal salutes of guns will be 
fired in Hyde Park and at the Tower of 
London, and flags will fly on Government 
offices and public buildings. ; 

At the King's desire, the official celebra- 
tion of his birthday will take place at 
some date next year. In all probability 
he will hold a Trooping of Colour parade 
on the Horse Guards’ Parade. The King's 
birthday celebration will differ from those 
of his two predecessors in another way. 
There will be no Birthday Honours List— 
first, because there has been no time to 
prepare a list for the new Sovereign, and, 
secondly, because of the imminence of the 
New Year's Honours List.

Just before the hour fixed for the 
ceremony at St. James's Palace the crowd 
broke through the police cordon at the 
corner of the Mall and blocked all traffic. 
There was a moment of confusion at York 
House, but soon the streets were cleared 
again. The crowds at many points were 
twice as great as at the Proclamation of 
King Edward VHI. in January last. 

The ceremony concluded with a fanfare 
of trumpets and the playing of the 
National Anthem. Then Garter King of

| Pacification

NANKING, Sunday. 


HREE THOUSAND troops in Sianfu, 
capital of Shensi Province, in North- 
West China, have mutinied, and taken 
prisoner General Chiang Kai-Shek, Premier 
and Generalissimo of the Chinese Govern- 
ment. 

With the Generalissimo the mutineers 
have kidnapped a group of important 
Government leaders, including General 
Chiang Tso-Piu, Minister of the Interior, 
and former Ambassador to Japan ; General 
Chiang Tieng-Wem, Pacification Commis- 
sioner of Fukien ; General Chen Chi-Chen, 
Commissioner of Honan, 
Hupeh and Shensi, and General Chen 
Cheng, Vice-Minister of War. 


FIGHTING 


The latest reports state that fighting has 
begun between rebels and loyal troops in 
Shensi. 

General Ho Ying-Chin, Minister of War, 
has been put in supreme command of 
operations against the rebels. The Govern- 
ment are rushing troops to Shensi to check 
the revolt. All traffic on the Tientsin- 
Pukow and Lung-Hail railways leading to 
Shensi is dislocated. 

The mutineers are part of about 100,000 
men spread over the provinces of Shensi 
and ansu, under the command of 
Marshal Chang Hsueh-Liang, son of the 
famous Chang Tso-Lin of Manchuria, who 
was appointed in February, 1934, to sup- 

ress the Communist bands in North-West 

vhina. 

General Chiang Kai-Shek had flown to 
Sianfu some days ago to inquire into the 
conduct of these troops, some of whom were 
reported to be fraternising with the Com- 
munists. It appears that he had ordered 
the suspected regiments to be transferred 
to Fukien, in South China, whereupon they 
rose and kidnap the Generalissimo and 
his colleagues. Simultaneously they issued 
a proclamation demanding a common front 
with the Communists for “ positive opposi- 
tion '” to Japan. 


COMMUNISTS’ DESIRE 


For some time past the Communists in 
North China have been urging that they 
should be allowed to join forces with the 
Government and attack Japan. This de- 
mand has now been reiterated by Marsha! 
Chang Hsueh-Liang in a telegram to 
Nanking, but whether he is acting volun- 
tarily or under compulsion by the 
mutineers is not certain. 

He also telegraphed to Mme. Chiang, 
who is in Nanking, assuring her of her 
husband's safety. On receipt of the news 
in Nanking the Government called a con- 
ference, which lasted all night. At its 
conclusion a manifesto was issded denounc- 
ing Marshal Chang Heueh-Liang as a 
traitor, dismissing him from his command 
in Shensi, and ordering all his troops to 
put themselves under the Central Govern- 
ment’s command. 

“We appointed him to this post in 
Shenai,” the manifesto concludes, “ to 
give him a chance to make up for his past 
mistakes. Yet, at this time of national 
crisis, he has kidnapped the generalissimo 
and is behaving like a bandit.’’ 

By the latest reports Chang Hsueh 
Liang has massed a powerful force at 
Tungkwan, the strategic pass through the 
mountains on the border between Shensi 
and Honan Provinces. A close observer 
of Far Eastern affairs describes the situa- 
tion as “ serious, but not necessarily 
fatal.”’ 


THE WORST DANGER 


The worst danger is that the “ young 
Marshal '—as Chang UHeueh-Liang is 
always called to distinguish him from his 
famous father—may not be strong enough 
to protect General Chiang Kai-Shek from 
the mutineers. 

Since he was expelled from Manchuria 
in 1931 by the Japanese the young 
Marshal spent some time in Europe. On 
returning to China he was given a 
sinecure post at Hankow, and 24 years 
ago appointed to suppress the Chinese 
Reds in the north-west. 

“ He is not a strong man, ' the observer 
continues. ‘* Some of his troops are old 
Manchurians driven out in 1931, who have 
long been anxious to get back to their 
former homes, and it seems very probable 
that the young Marshal is a tool in their 
hands.”’ 


JAPAN WATCHFUL 


From Revurer’s CORR. 8PONDENT, 
TOKYO, Sunday, 


Upon receipt of the news of the revolt 
in Shomsi Mr. Arita, the Foreign Minister, 
and other leading Foreign Office men, im- 
mediately held a conference, says the 
Domei Agency. 

It was decided to adopt a “ wait and 
see ” policy and avoid any positive action. 
A final decision, however, will be taken at 
a conference of the Ministers of War, 
Navy and Foreign Affairs to-morrow. 

The Cabinet will hear the recommeénda- 
tions of the conference on Tuesday and, i! 
approved, will instruct the Japanese 
authorities in China accordingly. i

Medals. yc esa scenes were wit- 
n in Galway in the early hours 
of yesterday morning, when young men 
from many counties in Ireland—North 
and South—arrived in the city by motor 
car and omnibus to embark for Spain and 
assist General Franco. 

Over 1,000 men reached the city, and 
nothing was known of their arrival until 
the sleeping citizens were awakened by 
the tramp of contingents and the passing 
of heavily-laden motor vehicles. 


MEDICAL AID 


Among the men were several chemists 
and first-aid men, and they carried a con- 
siderable quantity of medical supplies from 
the Irish Christian Front. 

One of the last contingents to reach 
Galway came from Kerry, and numbered 
eighty men. They had been delayed en 
route. 

When the tender which carried the men 
from the docks to a ship that lay out in 
the bay had left, 200 more men arrived. 
and, finding that they were too late to 
sail, returned to their homes. 


FIFTY MEN RETURN 


Fifty of the men who boarded the tender 
left it some time later and returned to 
Galway. They were, they said, dissatisfied 
with the treatment. meted out to them by 
some of those in authority, and decided 
not to sail. A number of them were from 
Dublin and others from Wexford. 

According to their story, when they 
boarded the liner they were told, ' You're 
in the Army now,” and received treat- 
ment which they resented. They also said 
that they had not been supplied with food 
and were referred to in terms to which 
they objected. 


HOME BY ROAD . 

On returning to Galway and finding 
themselves without money they made their 
way to Eglinton street police barrack, 
where Superintendent O Murchadha anda 
number of his men provided money enough 
to give them a meal. 

The men expressed great concern at 
having to spend the night on the roadside, 
but the Guards advised them to leave the 
town, and as they had no means of 
transport they left on foot, and it is 
believed that they will attempt to walk 
back to their homes. 


SCENES IN THE CITY 


The fact that the 1,000 men would sail 
from Galway had been kept so secret that 
Galway people knew nothing of it until 
midnight, when private cars, motor ’buses 
and lorries began to pour into the city. 

By one o'clock Eyre square was packed 
with young men singing and cheering, 
and: an hour later all drove down to the 
docks, where the entire party boarded the 
tug Dun Aengus. 

A fierce gale was blowing, and not until 
ó o'clock did the Dun Aengus prepare to 
move out. She had not returned up to a 
late hour yesterday evening. 

The men on board all seemed in good 
humour and carried small bags. They 
had come from Cork, Kerry, Waterford,

I” Archbishop of Canterbury (Dr. 
Lang), in his address at the religious

During the last ten days we have seen 
strange things. Very rarely) im’ the a 
course of its history has this nation passe 
through a week of such bewilderment, 
suspense and anxiety. Within twenty 
four hours one King went and ether came. 
Yet there has been no confusion, no 
strife, no clash of parties.” Eryly it has 
been a wonderful proof of the strength 
and stability of the Throne. It has been 
an even more striking proof of the steadi- 
ness of the people in this country and 
throughout the Empire. It seems as if 
some strong tide of instinct, rather than 
of reasoned thought, flowing deep beneath 
the surface-eddies of excitement, has borne 
them through the rapids of the crisis. - 
It is right to be proud of the way in 
which the nation has stood the test. Yet 
let there be no boasting im our pride. 
Rather let it pass into humble and 
reverent thankfulness for this renewed 
token of the guidance of the nation’s life 
by the over-ruling providence of our God. 


A COINCIDENCE 


What pathos, nay what tragedy sur- 
rounds the central figure of these swiftly, 
moving scenes ! On that 11th day of Decem- 
ber two hundred and forty-erght years ago 
King Jamés II. fled from Whitehall. By 
strange coincidence, on the llth day of 
December last week, King Edward VIIL., 
after speaking his last words to his people, 
left Windsor Castle, the centre of all the 
splendid traditions of his ancestors and 
his Throne, and went out an exile. - In the 
darkness he left these shores, Seldom, if 
ever, has any British Sovereign come to 
the Throne with greater natural gifts for 
his kingship. Seldom, if ever, has any 
Sovereign been welcomed by a more enthu- 
siastic loyalty. 

From God he had received a high and 
sacred trust. Yet by his own will he has 
abdicatei—he has surrendered the trust. 
With characteristic frankness he has told 
us his motive. lt was a craving for private 


happiness. 
REBUKED BY THE NATION 


Strange and sad it must be that for 
such a motive, however strongly it pressed 
upon his heart, he should have dis- 
appointed hopes so high and abandoned 
4 trust so great. Even more strange and 
sad it is that he should have sought his 
happiness in a manner inconsistent with 
the Christian principles of. marriage, and 
within a social circle whose standard and 
ways of life are alien to all the best 
tastincts and traditions of his people. 

Let those who belong to this circle know 
that today they stand rebuked by the 
judgment of the nation which had loved 
King Edward. I have shrunk from say- 
ing these words; but I have felt compelled 
for the sake of sincerity and truth to say 
them. : 

Yet for one who has known him since 
his childhood, who has felt his charm, 
and admired his gifts, these swords 
cannot be the last. How can we forget 
the high hopes and promise of his youth, 
his most genuine care for the poor, the 
suffering, the unemployed; his vears of 
Sonat service, both at home and across the 


seas? It is the remembrance of these 
things that wrings from our heart the crv: 
'' The pity of it; oh! the pity of it.” To 
the infinite mercy and the protecting care 


of God we commit him now, wherever - he 
may be. 


QUEEN MARY 
There are two other figures whe will 
always stand out among the memories of 
hese fateful days. One is our ever- 


honoured and beloved Queen Mary. She 
knows—in her moving message she has told 
us so—that the respectful sympathy of the 
whole nation and Empire surrounds her. 
During all the strain of tense anxiety, deep 
us her distress has been, her wonderful 
calmness, self-corftrol, steadiness of judg- 
ment, have never failed. The thought of 
her reign by the side of her beloved 
husband for twenty-five years, of the 
sorrow which came to her when he passed 
from her sight, and of the fresh sorrow 
which, within less than a year, she has 
nad to bear, is a threefold cord which 
binds her fast to the hearts of her people, 


THE PREMIER’S PART 


The other person who has earned our 
gratitude and admiration is the Prime 
Minister. With great courage, he took 
the whole burden on himself. As 
one to whom throughout all. these 
anxieties he has given his confidence, 
[ cam personally testify that he 
has combimed, as, perhaps, he only 
could, the constitutional responsibility of 
a Minister, the human understanding 
of a man and the faithfulness of a friend. 
History will record that he was thé pilot 
who by God's help steered the ship of 
State through the difficult currents, 
through dangerous rocks and shoals, into 
the harbour, where now it safely rests.

Only a few moments are left in which to}

We «still call ourselves a Christian 
nation; but if the title is tó be a reality 
and not a mere phrasé there must be a 
renewal in our midst of definite and de- 
liberate allegiatice to Christ—to His 
standards of life, to the principles of His 
Kingdom, 

We are now able to look forward with 
hope and joy to the Coronation of our 
King. « He himself and his kingship wil 
then be solemnly consecrated to the 
service of the Most High God. But the 
august ceremony will be bereft of a great 
part of its true meaning unless. it is 
accompanied by a new consecration of his 
people to the same high service. So may 
King and people alike acknowledge their 
allegiance to God, and dedicate themselves 
to seek first His Kingdom and His 
righteousness. Wherefore we,. receiving a 
kingdom which cannot be moved, let us 
have grace whereby we may serve God 
acceptably, with reverence and godly fear.

REV. JOHN A. WALTON, M.A. 
The Rev. John Arthur Walton, M.A., a 
former President of the Methodist -Church 
in Ireland, died on Saturday morning at the 
residence, of his father-in-law, the Rev. James 
Kirkwood, The Gables, Orwell road, Rathgar, 
Dublin. Mr. Walton, who was sixty-two 
rears of age, was born at Hog mag Co, 
ipperary. A graduate of Dublin Univer- 


sity, Che. received his theological training, 


after his ance for the ministry of the 
Methodist i SY at the Methodist College, 
Belfast. Enterifg, the ministry in 1897, he 
was stationed as a junior minister successively 
at Manorhamilton, Moira, Armagh and Dun- 
arvan, and as superintendent at Rathkeale, 
‘astleblayney, Banbridge, Cookstown, Tan- 
dragee,; Lurgan. High street, Drogheda, 
Armagh and Glenavy. in all his cirowts his 
character, ability and work won for him the 
affectionate esteem of the people to whom 
he ministered, while his cultured presentation 
of the Gospel commended it to both old and 
young, Mr. Walton was Chairman for several 
years of both the Portadown and London- 
derry Districts. He was a member of the 


Legal Hundred and of the Board of Ex- 


aminers of the Church. At the Conference 
of 1924. by an almost unanimous vote, he 
was elected President of the Church, dis- 
charging the duties of the office as the Con- 
ference, in a special resolution itself said: 
“with dignity and wisdom, with credit to 
himself and advantage to the Kingdom of 
God.” Owing to failing health he retired 
from the active duties of the ministry last 
June, and came to reside in Dublin, Mr. 
Walton was twice married, first to Miss Annie 
E. Sinton. of Richhill, Co. Armagh, and then 
to Miss May E. Kirkwood, eldest daughter 
of the Rev. James and Mrs. Kirkwood, He 
is survived by his widow, two tons and one 
daughter. His eldest son, Dr. Ernest T. 8. 
Walton, so well known in Trinit re ae 
when he was Research Physicist at the 
Cavendish Laboratory, Cambridge, in con- 
junction with Dr. Cockcyoft, succeeded in 
splitting the atom by bombardment with high 
velocity portons. The funeral will be to- 
day. There will be a Service in the Centenary 
Church, St, Stephen’s Green, Dublin, at 
1.15 p.m., after which the remains will be 
removed to Mount Jerome. 


LADY GILBERT 

Lady Gilbert, widow of the late Sir W. 5. 
Gilbert, the dramatist of the immortal Gilbert 
and Sullivan partnership, died at her home, 
at Harrow Weald, Middlesex, on Saturdav 
night. She had been ill for some time. Lady 
Gilbert, who was nearly ninety years of age, 
married Sir William in 1867. She was the 
second daughter of Captain Thomas Blois 
Turner, of the Bombay Engineers. A lovable 
and interesting character, she had lived a very 
retired life since the death of her husband 
twenty-five years ago. She took the keenest 
interest in affairs, however, and was a close 
friend of nearly all the original members of 
the Gilbert and Sullivan Opera Company. She 
was a member of the Ladies’ Empire Club 
Lady Gilbert lived at Grimsdyke, the house 
at Harrow Weald where her husband died 
after rescuing a woman who got into diffi- 
culties in the bathing pool in his garden. 
She was chiefly known in the district for her 
untiring work for local hospitals and 
charities. A twenty-fifth anniversary of Sir 
William Gilbert's death was observed on 
May 29 this year. A wreath of laurels was 
laid on the memorial: to the famous librettist 
on Charing Cross Embankment by Mr. J. M. 
Gordon, the oldest serving Savoyard, on 
behalf of the Gilbert and Sullivan Society. 


MR. THOMAS RICHARDSON 


Mr. Themas Kichardson, D.L., who was pro- 
minent in the linen industry in the North of 
Ireland, died yesterday at his residence in 
Malone, Belfast, in his 71st year. He was the 
son of the late Mr. Thomas Richardson, head 
of the well-known firm of Richardson, Son 
and Owden, linen manafacturers, and he was 
a former Chairman of the Belfast and County 
Down Railway. He was born in Lisburn, 
and from 1892 to 1920 practised as a solicitor. 
A large part of that time was t in 
partnership with Captain C. Craig. He joined 
the Board of the Belfast and County Down 
Railway in 1895 on the death of his father, 
and was appointed chairman in 1916.

LEAGUE’S GOOD-WILL 


As a sequel to the Madrid Government's 
appeal, the League Council on Satur- 
day adopted a resolution expressing 
sympathetic good-will towards the Anglo- 
French mediation proposals, and approv- 
ing the scheme, now before the 
Non-Intervention Committee, for effective 
control of supplies going to Spain. 

The resolution states that the Council,

PREACHER AND THE 
NEW ERA 


-“ 


“This new era of education is practically 
without religious allegiance,”’ said the Rev. 
Canon Hodges, B.D., Principal of the Church 
of Ireland Training College, preaching on 
“ Christianity and Education” in Christ 
Church Cathedral, Dublin, yesterday after- 
noon. 

“HH was not irreligious—far from it—but 
eile very essence it was non-religious, he 
said. 

The sermon was the third of a special 
series in connection with the Church of Ire- 
land Home Mission Society on “ Present-Day 
Problems,’’ which are being delivered in the 
Cathedral during Advent. 

“When we speak of the past,” said the 
preacher, ' we are accustomed to speak of 
the days of emancipations. To-day future 
historians will describe as the emancipation 
of children. Before the war, say, thirty 
years ago, the actual child was sacrificed to 
the potential child, or the child that the 


} adult wiohad to make him by force; but 
oan ( án fhe new era of education, the 
actual child was ‘in the midst.’ His powers, 
interests and inclinations set the pace for 
education in the home and at school.* Force had 
given way to guidance, sometimes to humoúr- 
ing the child. The idea was that the child 
should develop entirely by his own powers. 
That whole ‘conception of things was 
essentially Christian, but, generally speaking, 
it had not been implemented by any Christian 
authority. The whole curriculum of the 
school was run by a Department of Ednca- 
tion, by a board of m -minded ple, 
or even, as in many Engtwh schools, by the

A LIVE GENERATION 


It seemed true to say, however, that the 
generation whith Was resulting from this 
newér thinking with ‘regard “to education 
was extremely live, capable, and intelligent 
in the best sense of the word. Compared 
with the children of thirty or forty years 
ago, the pupils of to-day seemed to have a 
wider experience of life; they were extremely 
well able to take care of and conduct them- 
selves. There was, however, a very marked 
distaste for anything approaching drudgery, 
an avoidance of responsibility, and a con- 
stant striving after betas and variety.

“I am not certain, ' said Canon Hedges, 
“that the newer authority of education, with 
its vague, nebulous Christian outlook, will 
breéd a race of men and women ready to face 
duty.” It was more likely that inclination 
would be the guiding star of their lives.
